Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The rejection of claim 13 under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, is withdrawn, 
since the dependency of the claim has been changed.

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1, 2, 4, 5, 7, 8, 11, 13-16, 18, 19, 21 and 22 (now claims 1-15) are 
allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: upon 
consideration of Applicants remarks filed August 13, 2008 the instant claims are 
allowable over Olah (US 3,766,286) in view of Frey (US 2,372,320) because although 
Frey teach that it is known to alkylate a hydrocarbon in the presence of HF and Olah 
teaches that it is known to isomerize an alkyl substituted aromatic hydrocarbon in the 
presence of a Lewis acid and a Bronsted acid, neither reference provides motivation to 
combine an alkylation process with an isomerization process in the manner disclosed by 
the instant claim 1 . Further, neither reference recognized the advantages that could be 
achieved by performing the alkylation in the presence of HF without the presence of 
BF3 and subsequently performing the isomerization in the copresence of HF and BF3 
(see Applicants examples and comparative examples on pages 10-15 of the 
specification). 

The references relied upon teach that all aspects of the claimed invention were individually known in the art 
is not sufficient to establish a prima facie case of obviousness without some objective reason to combine the 
teachings of the references. Ex parte Levengood, 28 USPQ2d 1300 (Bd. Pat. App. & Inter. 1993). **> [Rejections on 
obviousness cannot be sustained by mere conclusory statements; instead, there must be some articulated reasoning 

with some rational underpinning to support the legal conclusion of obviousness.'" KSR, 550 U.S. at , 82 USPQ2d 

at 1396 quoting In re Kahn, 441 F.3d 977, 988, 78 USPQ2d 1329, 1336 (Fed. Cir. 2006).<.
